ig Fire in London, 
By Cable and Associated Press.) 

London, Dec. 30.—A terrific con- 
flagration is now (2 v. u.) raging in 
this city. The scene of the fire is 
Queeh Victoris and Thames streets, 
near Black Fryar’s bridge. N umerous | 
warehonses ure blazing, and London 
seems destined to suffer one of the 
most destructive fires in its history of 
recent years. 

Fourteen fire engines were soon 
upon the spot, and the firemen did 
their utmost, but with little success, 
to check the course of the flames. A 
high wind was blowing, which mater- 
ially added to the fury of the flames, 
while hindering the firemen in their 
efforts to save property. 

Terrible sheets of flames and clouds 
of hot smoke were frequently whirled 
dangerously near them. The large 
wholesale fur manuſactory of Revillon 
Freeres, 127 to 141 Queen Victoria 
street, was doomed shortly after the 
fire had gained strength and headway. 
Following this were a large copper 
warehouse, a number of fancy dry 
goods stores and the Gulcher Electric 
Light and Power Company building, 
which were also a complete prey to 
the flames, The flames spread rapidly 
on all sides, as if there were no fire- 
men or fire engines present. 

Immense crowds of people watched 
on the bridges over the Thames and 
in the streets running down to the 
river, where a good view of the con- 
flagration could be had. Many en- 
pressed the hope that this disaster 
would at least bring about a reform in 
the London fire b.igade. 

As the fire progressed it spread to 
the headquarters of the Salvation 
Army. The Salvationists were work- 
ing like beavers in their efforts to 
place the records and other property 
of the Army in a place of safety. 

At 4 r. x. the fire was rapidly spread- 
ing in all directioy. All buildings 
from the corner of Bennett's Hill to 
No. 185 Queen Victoria street ere 
either blazing fiercely or else are 
smouldering ruins. 

The fire originated in the building 
of C. Davidson & Sons, paper manu- 
facturers and bag makers at 119 Queen 
Victoria street. This building is a 
large structure and was completsly 
gutted, as was also that of Adolph 
Frankan & Co., manufacturers of pipes 
and impo:ters of tobacco. The old St. 
Bennett Church on upper Thames 
street, a famous Welen chorch, aleo 
caught fire. 

At 4:30 r. u., what would be termed 
in New York four large blocks -of 
buildings were in flames and were 
burning steadily. 

At 5 o’cluck this afternoon St. Ben- 
nett’s Cheteh was completely de- 
stroyed. The firemen managed to 
save the headquarters of the Salvation 
Army, and was then announced that

Senater Stewart on the Ferce Bill.

Hon. Wm. M. Stewart, in his 
speech before the United States 
Senate on the 19th inst., in opposi- 
tion to the Force Bill, after review- 
ing the reconstruction acts of 
1866-7, aud later of 1868-9, in which 
he took a leading part as a mem- 
ber of the Judiciary Committee, 
and for which he reported the res- 
olution for the fifteenth amend- 
ment, relates how it was finally 
passed on the 26th day of Febru- 
ary, 1869, after au all night session, 
and then says: 

The Legislature of Nevada was 
about to adjourn, and at my ‘nstiga- 
tion the amendment was ~~ 2 — 
by the Nevada del ion to the Leg- 
islature and repeated hack. The Leg- 
islature rutified it on the Ist day of 
March on the telegraphic dispatch. I 
called on General Grant at bis head- 
quarters and acquainted him with the 
passage of the resolution by the two 
Houses. He asked me what he conld 
do to aid ite ratification. I replied, 
“Pot it inte your inaugural.” He 
called in several military officers who 
were in an adjoining room—lI think 
General Sherman was one of them— 
and said to them that the fifteenth 
amendment had both honses 
of Congress, and that he woul | recom- 
mend its ratification in his inauyural ; 
which he did in the following lan- 
guage : 

The question of suffrage is one 
which is likely to agitate the public so 
long as a portion of the citizens of the 
nation are excluded from its privileges 
in ee State. It seems to me very de- 
sirable that this question should be 
settled now, and I entertain the ho 
and express the desire that it may 
by the ratification of the fifteenth ar- 
ticle of amendment to the Constitu- 
tion. 

He then reviews the history of 
its adoption and the subsequent 
legislation for its enforcement, in 
which he took an active part. He 
opposes the paseage of the Force 
Bill on the ground that it is inex- 
pedient and imperfect, and closes 
by saying: 

But if no time shall be given the 
colored man to acquire aducation and 

rty and standing in the commun- 
ity ; if it is a political necessity that he 
should now be used as a political fac- 
tor in national politics, why not so de- 
clare? Why advocate the passage of 
a bill which simply exposes him to 
persecution and outrage with benefit 
to noone? If you mean that he shall : 
vote and that his vote sball be 
counted, where he is in the majority, 
then place it in the power of the Pres- 
ident of the United States to om geet 
military force, to a the writ of 
habeas corpus, to martial law, 
if necessary, to the end that your law 
may be executed. If you do net mean 
that the law shall be enforced, in the 
name of humanity do not pass it; do 
not pass it, and consolidate the white 
vote; do not pass it, and the 
trained power of the late erate 
States upon the colored man in his 
defenseless condition. 


Sugar Beet Indastry. 


The corner stone of a beet sugar 
factory was laid last Friday at 
Lehi, twenty-nine miles south of 
Salt Lake City, Utah.

His Investigation of a Mummified 
Indian. 


An Incident of the Great Explorer's 8 
journ in the Sioux Country e Quar- 
ter of n Century Ago— arial 
Customs of That Tribe. 


In a recent interview the incident of 
Henry M. Stanley's part in disrobing 
the mummified of an Indian maiden 
in 1867, while with the Indian Peace 
Cot missioners, was given so briefly and 
hurriedly, says a writer in the St. Louis 
Lost-Dispatch. as to put the matter, per- 
haps, in a disadvantageous light. CGiv- 
ing the facts as they occurred, as fully 
as memory serves after a lapse of near a 
quarter of a century, will set the matter 
right, besides afford an opportunity of 
relating one or two other personal inci- 
lJents connected with the Indian method 
of burying their dead. It is well known 
that the various bands of the Sioux tribe 
followed the custom of disposing of their 
dead by placing them on scaffolds and in 
the branches of trees,when available, to 
prevent them from being devoured by 
dogs and the coyotes or prairie wolves, 
the hyenas of the western plains. 

The first we saw of this method of 
burial was at Fort Laramie, where in 
the soldiers’ cemetery in the rear of tHe 
town and overlooking the barracks, were 
three coffins, each covered with a pall of 
bright crimson cloth, elevated on the 
top of four staut cedar posts some 
twelve feet in height. 

One of the coffins contained the body 
of “Pink,” an Indian. woman, well 
kuowan for her attachment to the whites. 
im another were the remains of a young 
shild, the daughter of an Ogallalah 
squaw anda wealthy post trader, and 
the center one contained the body of 
Mon-i-ka, the daughter of the 
famous chief; Spotted Tail, the 
romantic history of whose life and 
death were eloquently described by 
the correspondents. Her dying wish 
was to be buried among the whites, near 
the fort. In compliance With her re- 
quest, her father, with three hundred 
warriors, came down in the month of 
February, 1866, after a journey of fifteen 
days, and the commanding officer or- 
dered that the girl should be buried in 
the soldiers’ cemetery. The scaffold 
was erected and the dead maiden's two 
ponies were slaughtered and nailed to 
the posts, the heads and tails of which 
were still dangling there when we vis- 
ited the cemetery. 

Near sunset a procession of three hun- 
dred Indians and all the officers and 
soldiers of the post marched with the 
solemn music of the military band to the 
place of sepulture. The services were 
performed by Rev. A. Wright, Chaplain 
of the post. Chaplain Wright kindly 
furnished Stanley and the writer with a 
comfortable room, and one day he piloted 
us two or three miles above the fort to 
Deer creek, an affluent of the Laramie 
river, where, in a large grove of cotton- 
woods, he pointed out some ten or 
twelve skeletons of Indians, grafted, as 
it were, on the trees. The bodies were 
wrapped in blankets and buffalo robes 
and deposited ina sort of trough made 
of poles, the ends of which were 
fastened to limbs at a height of about 
twelve feet from the ground. Mr. 
Wright pointed out the wrappings of a 
chief's daughter that had been reposing 
for many years undisturbed in a large 
sottonwood tree, and we began our 
archwological explorations. The Chap- 
ain returned to the fort after remind- 
ng us that our scalps would not be safe 
should a stray Indian happen along, as 
they beld it as the highest desecration to 
disturb their dead. 

The Indian maiden was found wrapped 
ina bundle of cerements composed of 
the skin of an antelope, a plaid shawl, 
several patterns of colored calico prints, 
and over all was bound a buffalo robe, 
tied with thongs of bull’s hide, The 
face was not unpleasant, though the 
skin and flesh was shrunken to the bone, 
presenting the appearance of an Egyp- 
tiin mummy, the dry climate producing 
an embalming effect. The wrappings 
were restored to the condition in which 
they were found, and Stanley brought 
away a ring from one of the toes, and 
myself a nicely-worked figure with por- 
cupine quills on the buffalo robe, which 
soon after was cast away in disgust. So 
that, our curiosity being appeased, it 
did not amount to a case of body-snatch- 
ing. 


AN ELECTRICAL SNOW-STORM. 


Wonderful Sight Witnessed on Pike's 
Peak. 

In a paper describing a perilous ascent 
of Pike’s Peak, Lieutenant John P. Fin- 
ley, United States Signal Service, says 
that the ascent was made in April, when 
the snow was the deepest of all months 
ofthe year, and the Lieutenant was ac- 
companied by the sergeant of. the sta- 
tion. The ascent was accomplished on 
mule back until a sone of deepsnow was 


taken back to the half-way house below. 
Into this snow they sometimes sank to 


theirarms. At one time they crossed 
a ‘frozen crust in the shape of 3 
turtle’s back, Where a foothold had to 
be cut at eveny step, and where a mis- 
step would have sent them thousands of 
feet down the mountain. Electric 
storms sometimes were witnessed there, 
when each snowflake charged with elec- 
tricity discharged a spark as it touched 
* * in od fall. Electric sparks 
strea from finger tips of u 

raised hands. In their ascent they —4 
countered a storm of sleet that cut their 
faces 80 as to draw blood. The last five 
miles was a fight for life against wind,

When the Prussians invaded the De- 
partment of the Seine-Inferieure during 
the campaign of 1870-71 Marie Clemen- 
tine Biard, then aged twenty, acted as 
as ap assistant to her aunt, who was chief 
postmistress at Auffray. Postal com- 
munication was interrupted in the dis- 
trict by the invasion, whereupon Marie 
Biard carried the letters herself every 
night during à period of two months 
over a distance of about twenty-five 
miles, delivering them at various vil- 
lages between Dieppe and Rouen. 

The enterprise was fullof pain and 
peril. The snow lay thickly on the 
roads and fields, the German patrols 
were everywhere, and in order to avoid 
them the girl was f ntly obliged 
either to make long circuits or to lie hid 
for hours ina wood. She was arrested 
three times by the enemy, but succeeded 
in escaping on each occasion. After the 
war the Government offered to promote 
Marie Biard, but ehe preferred to remain 
with her aunt. She died from rheuma- 
tism, Contracted during her perilous 
nocturnal expeditions at the time of the 
war.

A New Minnow Trap, 
An ingeniousinventor has come to the 
relief of fishermen lately, by producing 
a minnow trapthatis hard to beat. First 
of all it is wholly composed of transpar- 


ent, colorless glass, and isin shape much 


like a big cartridge, with a pointed bul- 
letin it. It is about two and one-half 
feet long, and as big around as a man’s 
leg above the knee. It is hollow, of 
course, and what would be the flat end 
of the cartridge is punched in, like the 
bottom of a glass bottle and there is a 
small round hole in the apex of the cone 
thus made. The other and the pointed 
end of the trap is fitted with a little 
sliding door. This big glass cartridge is 
intended to be set on its side in the bot- 
tom of a brook where minnows abound. 
The cautious ones soon become accus- 
tomed to it, and the reckless fellows 
don’t see it until they bump their noses 
against it. Some nice bait is put inside 
the trap, and the minnows soon find 
their way into it, through the hole in 
the punched-in end. The little door at 
the other end is shut, of course. 

The minnows are unable to find their 
way out, because they follow the 
sides of the trap and this leads them 
into the cul-de-sac at the flat end, all 
around the bottom of the cone. They 
are easily poured out, however, with the 
water in the trap, by holding the thing 
up, pointed end down, and opening the 
little slide door. Wire is twisted around 
the outside of the trap, and forms 2 
handle by which it is conveniently car- 
ried, and the wire also protects the glass 
from injury. ._
